Washington, March 20.—Acceptabil- 


ity of Dr. Otto Ludwig Wiedfeldt, ror- 
mer managing director of the Krupp 
organization, as German ambassador 
to the United States, was indicated to- 
day by a high administration 
official.

Young Bird* are ImocUvoroiu and 


Destroy Garden Fruit and Tree 
Pests. 


Albany, March 20.—The Conser- 


vation commission already ha« re- 
ceived application for 21,000 pheas- 
ants although the distribution of the 
birds from the state game farms will 
not begin until July. 
No applica- 


tions have been refused und all ap- 
plicants will receive their pro rata 
share when the birds aie distributed. 
The commission also has received 
1.000 
applications for settings of egf,-->. 


of which Una years' output is expect- 
ed to be in excess of 100,000. 


The fact that the young pheasants 


are entirely Insectivorous has tend- 
ed to remove the prejudice which 
many farmers had against the birds 
on the ground 
that they destroyed 


farm products. 


Investigations r nducted in Massa- 


chusetts proved that phea«ants killed 
in large quantities practically every 
variety of garden, fruit and tree pests 
including 
potato 
beetles, 
cabbage 


•worms, squash bugs, cucumber bee* 
ties, •wire worms, cut worms, codHng 
moths, apple maggots, tent caterpill- 
ars, tussock moths, mosquitoes, house 
flies, June bugs, gypsy moths, brown 
moths, and others.

old h<ivy been observed to eat nearly 
200 house Hies in less than half an 
hour. 


The conclusion-* 
reached by the 


Commissioners on Fisheries and Gam- 
in Massachusetts as a result of their 
investigations are that the young birds

destroying as many as possible- of the- 
insect 
pests and 
that the 
surplus 


males should be killed off annually In 
the autumn as practically all the dam- 
age to crops is done by the adults, 
particularly the adult ni.iles 


An analysis of the contents of the 


stomachs of seventeen pheasants kill- 
ed in the act of destroying farm pro- 
ducts showed that more than one- 
third of the contents consisted of 
weed seed« and insects, to the credit 
of the birds, a triiie more than one- 
quarter were vegetables and gram, 
a charge against the birds and the 
remaining 
items 
were 
practically 


neutral. 


J-ast year a considerable number 


of pheasants was released in Oneonta 
and vicinity, and many broods were 
successfully hatched. Application for 
birds and eggs have been made by 
the Oneonta Fish, Game und Gun 
club, and it is expected that the num- 
ber of pheasants in Otsugo county 
•will this year be largely augmented.

Fniorablc Soil and Climate Allow Uci- 


ter Management of Orchards Hero 


Than In "Boom" Sections 


I 


Ithaca. March 20. —"New York's fa- , 


voiable noil and climate'are undoubt- 
edly largely responsible tor the greater , 
stability of apple growing h<>re that, In • 
some other truit hections of the coun- 
try," said one of the fruit men at the 
state college of agriculture here today. 


Tho result ot these fa\orable condi- 


tions In certain parts of the state is 
that growers are able to regulate the 
amount spent on their orchards to 
some extent by prices. 
When crops 
are large and prices are low, New 
York growers can handle their orch- 
ards at minimum expense and at the 
end of the period have their trees alive 
and in loir vigor. Then •nhen prices 
Improve again, they can beggin to cul- 
tvate, prune and spray more care- 
fully, knowing that their tiees -.nil 
respond and that the Jneieised produc- 
tion will be profitable at lusher prices. 


State Cains in Young Trees. 


These conditions are largely respon- 


sible for tho fact that New York is one 
of the few state-, which the last census, 
shows to have gamed in number of 
young trees.
